We  would  like  all  people  of  the  state  of  Montana  to  recognize  the  unique 
culture  of  the  American  Indian  and  to  celebrate  all  that  it  entails. 

The  state  of  Montana  has  much  to  be  proud  of  and  one  of  its  greatest 
treasures  is  the  cultural  diversity  within  its  boundaries.  Let  us,  on 
this  day,  recognize  the  richness  of  the  American  Indians1  culture  and 
celebrate  the  continuance  of  Indian  traditions,  customs,  and  language. 


STATE  OF  MONTANA 
PROCLAMATION 

WHEREAS,  the  history  and  culture  of  Native  American  Indians  is  an 
integral  part  of  the  folklore  and  history  of  the  nation  and  the  State  of 
Montana;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Native  Americans'  traditional  relationship  with  the 
elements  of  nature  is  increasingly  acknowledged  and  respected  in  these 
times  of  growing  awareness  of  our  natural  environment;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Legislature  recognizes  that  all  Montanans  have  an 
invaluable  opportunity  for  cultural  enrichment  through  contact  with  the 
folkways  and  philosophy  of  Native  Americans;  and 

WHEREAS,  sharing  the  views  and  beliefs  of  Native  Americans  would 
contribute  to  better  understanding  of  their  unique  background;  and 

WHEREAS,  Article  X,  section  2  of  the  Constitution  of  Montana 
recognizes  the  distinct  cultural  heritage  of  Native  Americans  and  is 
committed  in  its  educational  goals  to  the  preservation  of  their  cultural 
integrity;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  State  of  Montana  contains  the  fourth  largest  Indian 
population  of  the  several  states  of  the  United  States;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  would  be  appropriate  for  all  people  of  Montana  to 
reflect  on  the  contributions  of  Indian  people  to  this  State  and  this 
nation,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Montana  has  resolved  that 
the  Governor  of  Montana  be  encouraged  to  designate  each  year  the  fourth 
Friday  in  September  as  "Native  American  Indian  Day." 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  TED  SCHWINDEN,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Montana, 
do  hereby  proclaim  September  26,  1986,  as 

Native  American  Indian  Day

set  my  hand  and  caused  the  GREAT  SEAL 
OF  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA  to  be 
affixed.  DONE  at  the  City  of  Helena, 
the  Capital,  this  9th  day  of 
September,  in  the  year  of  our  LORD, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
eighty-six. 


AROUND  THE  STATE 


Introducing !  Region  1  of  the  U.S.  Forest  Service  has  a  new  Northern 
Region  Coordinator  for  the  Native  American  Program  and  his  name  is  Ira 
Jones.  Mr.  Jones  is  a  Nez  Perce  Indian,  but  has  resided  all  his  life  on 
the  Flathead  reservation.  His  duties  include:  negotiating  and 
administering  recreational  contracts  with  the  Univ.  of  Montana,  MSU,  and 
the  Univ.  Of  Idaho;  setting  up  the  Montana  Inter  Tribal  Youth  Practicum 
(ITYP) ,  dealing  with  PL  94-148  -  a  human  resource  agreement  between 
tribes  and  the  Forest  Service;  expanding  Native  American  contracting 
activities,  and  various  other  duties  and  activities. 

In  visiting  with  Mr.  Jones,  he  intimated  that  he  would  be  happy  to  hear 
from  anyone  who  may  have  an  interest  in  the  U.S.  Forest  Service  or  would 
just  like  to  learn  a  little  more  about  what  his  position  entails.  You 
can  reach  Ira  at  the  following  address:  Mr.  Ira  Jones,  Northern  Region 
Coordinator-Native  American  Program,  Federal  Building,  P.0.

Billings  Area  Initiates  Pilot  Project  for  Reservation  Resource 
Management :  Work  began  August  4  on  the  Northern  Cheyenne  Integrated 
Resource  Management  Plan  Project.  Seventeen  tribal,  area  office,  and 
agency  team  members  met  in  Billings  and  Lame  Deer,  Montana  to  identify 
resource  management  goals,  issues,  concerns  and  constraints,  and  to 
determine  information  needs  for  the  plan.  The  team  will  develop  an 
integrated  management  plan  for  the  range  resources;  fossil  fuels;  the 
forest  resources;  dryland  and  irrigated  agriculture;  the  water 
resources;  cultural  resources;  recreation  and  fisheries  resources;  and 
realty  and  wildlife  resources.  This  pilot  project  will  be  completed  by 
August  1987  and  similar  projects  for  other  reservations  in  the  Billings 
area  will  follow  at  a  rate  of  one  or  two  per  year.

Indian  Gambling  Bill 

Twice  during  the  month  of  August,  the  Senate  Select  Committee  on 
Indian  Affairs  was  unable  to  obtain  a  quorum  in  order  to  consider  H.R. 
1920,  the  Indian  Gambling  Bill.  The  Committee  will  try  again  on 
September  10  to  meet  on  this  important  piece  of  legislation.  Formal 
action  must  take  place  soon  in  light  of  California  vs.  Cabazon,  the 
first  Indian  bingo  case  which  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  agreed  to  hear.

Resolution  Will  Ask  Congress  to  Limit  Tribes'  Authority  over  Non-Indians 

(Indian  News  Notes,  Vol.  10,  No.  30) 

A  resolution  asking  Congress  to  prevent  Indian  tribes  from  exercising 
governmental  powers  over  non-Indians  -  including  taxing  authority  -  will 
be  presented  this  fall  for  a  vote  by  members  of  the  National  Conference 
of  State  Legislatures.  The  resolution  has  already  been  endorsed  by  the 
Energy  and  Natural  Resource  Committee  of  the  Conference.  "I  was  really 
surprised  at  the  broad  base  of  support,"  said  Utah  State  Senator  Glade 


Sowards,  Chairman  of  the  committee.  "Usually  you  have  some  more  liberal 
legislators  who  think  you’re  trying  to  block  the  rights  of  minorities. 
But  there  was  no  opposition  to  the  concept  of  the  resolution."  The 
proposal  was  drafted  by  Utah's  Duchesne  County  Attorney  Dennis  Draney 
who  said,  "It  basically  opposes  any  extension  of  governmental  powers  to 
a  body  not  elected  by  the  people  it  governs."  The  proposal  originated 
with  a  court  battle  in  Utah  over  boundaries  of  the  Uintah  and  Ouray 
Reservation  in  northeastern  Utah.  County  officials  are  appealing  to  the 
Supreme  Court  a  ruling  restoring  the  reservation's  original  boundaries 
and  essentially  doubling  Roosevelt  and  Duchesne.  The  dispute  centers  on 
the  civil  jurisdiction  of  the  tribal  government  over  these  predominantly 
non-Indian  communities. 

Flathead  Irrigation  Project  Office  Consolidated  with  Agency  Office: 

Interior  Secretary  Donald  Hodel  has  approved  an  organizational  change 
that  provides  for  the  consolidation  of  the  BIA  Flathead  Agency,  Pablo, 
Montana  and  the  Flathead  Indian  Irrigation  Project  located  in  St. 
Ignatius.  The  consolidation  of  these  two  field  offices  at  the  Flathead 
Agency  in  Pablo  was  recommended  after  a  comprehensive  review  of  the 
Flathead  Indian  Irrigation  Project  was  completed  in  October,  1985.  The 
Flathead  Agency,  which  provides  a  broad  range  of  program  services  to  the 
Flathead  Reservation,  will  now  be  responsible  also  for  the  management  of 
an  irrigation  project  which  provides  water  to  approximately  2,600  water 
users  and  a  power  division  which  provides  electric  power  to  about  14,000 
power  customers  on  the  1.2  million  acres  of  land  on  the  Flathead  Indian 
Reservation.  The  Flathead  Agency  is  unique  in  the  BIA  in  that  it 
operates  both  irrigation  and  power  functions  as  well  as  the  normal 
agency  Bureau  programs.  The  newly  consolidated  agency,  in  addition  to 
administration  and  reservation  development  staff,  has  five  major 
divisions.  The  Division  of  Forestry  provides  forest  management  to  a 
land  base  of  412,000  acres  of  high-value  commercial  forest  land  that 
produces  an  annual  cut  of  56,000,000  board  feet  on  a  sustained  yield 
basis.  The  Division  of  Technical  Support  Services  provides  professional 
and  technical  engineering  services  to  a  broad  range  of  Bureau  and  tribal 
programs.  The  Division  of  Program  Services  provides  real  estate, 
environmental,  fish  &  wildlife  and  land  services.  In  addition  to 
administering  a  group  of  programs  providing  social,  economic 
development,  and  educational  services  to  Indian  people.  The  Division  of 
Irrigation,  provides  operation  and  maintenance  services  for  an 
irrigation  system  that  supplies  water  to  2,600  water  users  on  127,000 
acres  of  irrigable  land.  The  Power  Division  provides  operation  and 
maintenance  services  to  about  14,000  electric  power  customers  on  the 
Flathead  Indian  Reservation.  At  the  present  time,  there  are  a  total  of 
approximately  240  employees.  This  is  the  same  number  of  employees  as 
were  in  the  original  seperate  installations.

Quorum  Failures  Irritate  Indian  Committee  Chairman;  May  Seek  Abolishment 

(Indian  News  Notes,  Vol.  10,  No. 32)

Senator  Mark  Andrews,  chairman  of  the  Senate  Select  Committee  on  Indian 
Affairs,  threatened  August  14  to  recommend  that  the  committee  be 
abolished.  His  comment  followed  a  failure  of  committee  members  to 


appear  for  a  scheduled  meeting  to  consider  several  Indian  bills, 
including  a  bill  to  regulate  gambling  on  Indian  reservations.  The  lack 
of  a  quorum  prevented  any  action.  "I'm  not  about  to  serve  as  chairman 
of  a  committee  that  is  not  functioning  because  staff  can't  get  the 
members  to  show  up,"  said  Andrews.  "Obviously,  there  is  a  lack  of 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  members."  Andrews  said  he  had  fought 
previous  efforts  to  abolish  the  Indian  affairs  committee,  but  would 
change  his  mind  if  he  is  unable  to  get  a  quorum  for  a  meeting  after 
Congress  returns  from  a  three-week  recess,  September  8.  He  said  the 
committee  has  been  plagued  by  quorum  problems. 


Legislative  Update:  Cheryle  contacted  Representative  Pat  Williams’ 
office  and  received  the  following  legislative  update  from  one  of  the 
Representative’s  legislative  assistants:  As  of  September  10,  1986. 

Omnibus  drug  bill:  This- bill  is  a  huge  package.  As  most  of  you  are 
probably  aware,  this  bill  passed  the  House  and  has  been  sent  to  the 
Senate.  Within  the  bill  are  provisions  dealing  with  Indian  alcohol  and 
drug  abuse,  along  with  additional  language  providing  for  the  makeup  of 
guidelines  which  will  aid  tribal/BIA  law  enforcement  personnel  in 
dealing  with  juveniles.  The  bill  also  addresses  the  establishment  of 
emergency  shelters  for  Indian  youth  arrested  on  related  charges.  The 
approved  House  bill  gives  approximately  $90  million  to  Indian-related 
portions.  The  Senate  republicans  have  drafted  a  bill  which  also 
addresses  the  subject  of  drugs  and  it  is  very  similar  to  the  House  bill. 
Both  of  these  bills  include  the  Indian  Youth  Alcohol  bill  (HR  1156)  and 
(S1298)  within  their  respective  bills  in  some  form.  The  Senate 
Democrats  also  have  a  bill  which  deals  with  the  Indian  Youth  Alcohol 
bill  seperately.  The  Senate  bill  allocates  approximately  $50  million 
for  Indian-related  portions. 

Indian  Health  Care  Improvement:  Senator  Melcher  still  has  a  hold  on 
this  bill  in  the  Senate.  The  House  is  scheduled  to  deal  with  this  bill 
at  the  end  of  the  week. 

Diabetes  Bill:  The  House  Interior  and  Insular  Affairs  Committee  hasn't, 
as  of  yet,  acted  on  this  bill.  The  Senate  bill  is  on  the  calendar, 
according  to  a  source  in  Senator  Melcher 's  office,  but  it  may  not  pass 
this  year  due  to  the  argument  that  the  bill  prioritizes  issues  for  the 
IHS .  The  difference  between  the  House  and  Senate  bills  is  that  the 
House  bill  excludes  Native  Hawaiians. 

Gambling  Bill:  The  Senate  Select  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs  was 
scheduled  to  meet  on  this  bill  this  week.  As  stated  elsewhere  in  this 
newsletter  by  Senator  Andrews,  chairman  of  the  Select  Committee,  there 
have  been  problems  in  reaching  a-  quorum.  The  House  Interior  and  Insular 
Affairs  Committee  has  passed  their  bill  (HR  1920).  This  office  has 
requested  a  copy  of  that  final  bill  and  we  will  outline  it  for  you  in 
our  next  issue. 


Federal  Magistrate  Legislation:  (S  1177)  This  bill  was  introduced  by 
Senator  Melcher  and  proposes  that  Federal  Magistrates  be  used  to  handle 
"problem  cases"  on  reservations.  The  jurisdiction  involved  would 
involve  criminal,  misdemeanor,  and  civil  cases.  A  source  within 
Melcher’ s  DC  office  has  said  that  this  bill  will  not  pass  this  year,  but 
that  suggestions  have  been  taken  regarding  the  bill.  An  apparent 
amendment,  as  a  result  of  these  suggestions,  is  that  this  bill  not  be 
imposed  on  the  tribes,  but  rather  at  their  request.  There  are  mixed 
reactions,  according  to  Rep.  Williams  office,  from  the  tribes. 

Apparently  the  Ft.  Peck  tribe  does  support  this  type  of  legislation. 
There  is  no  comparable  House  bill  at  this  time. 

FY  ’87  Interior  Appropriations:  The  House  has  passed  theirs  and  the 
Senate  has  begun  consideration.  Specific  allocations  are  as  follows: 
Both  bills  call  for  $2.5  million  for  the  Two  Eagle  River  School;  the 
House  bill  allocates  $390,000  for  the  Flathead  for  water  resource  study, 
but  the  Senate  doesn’t  earmark  money  for  this;  The  House  bill  earmarks 
$120,000  for  Grizzly  surveys  on  the  Blackfeet  reservation  and  the  Senate 
bill  doesn't  specify  this;  The  Senate  bill  allocates  $1  million  for  the 
Ft.  Belknap  Irrigation  system,  while  the  House  doesn’t  earmark  money  for 
this  purpose.  Senator  Melcher  is  predicted  to  fight  an  amendment  by 
Senator  Wallop  of  Wyoming.  Sen.  Wallop  wants  to  stop  the  transmittal  of 
$37,000  from  the  Lander  fisheries  allocation  of  $166,000  to  Montana. 
Four  Montana  tribes  previously  received  the  $37,000. 

Indian  Youth  Alcohol  Bill:  The  House  will  review  this  bill  (HR  1156) 
now  that  the  Omnibus  Drug  Bill  has  been  considered.  The  Senate  has 
apparently  passed  their  bill  (S  1298) . 

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Kicking  Horse  Job  Corps  Center:  The  Confederated  Salish  &  Kootenai 
Tribes  of  the  Flathead  Indian  Reservation  recognized  the  high 
unemployment  rate  common  to  most  Reservation  and  Urban  Indians  and 
entered  into  a  contract  with  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor,  which 
administers  the  Job  Corps  Program,  to  operate  a  center  to  accomodate  224 
young  Indian  men  and  women,  age  16  through  21.  The  center  has  been  in 
operation  since  1970.  It  is  located  near  the  Northwestern  Montana  town 
of  Ronan,  which  is  approximately  50  miles  north  of  Missoula,  on  the 
Flathead  Indian  Reservation.  For  further  information  contact  the  center

Direct  Funding  To  Tribes  is  Available  for  Programs  Addressing  Family 

Violence  (reprinted  from  Linkages  for  Indian  Child  Welfare  Programs) 

Grants  are  now  available  to  eligible  Indian  tribes  and  organizations  for 
establishing,  maintaining  and  expanding  pprograms  to  prevent  family 
violence  and  to  provide  immediate  shelter  and  related  assistance  to 
victims  and  their  dependents,  according  to  an  announcement  in  the  March 
10  Federal  Register,  page  8306. 


The  FY  85-86  grants,  which  are  available  for  the  first  time,  have 
been  established  by  the  Family  Violence  Prevention  and  Services  Act 
(Title  III  of  P.L.  98-457,  the  Child  Abuse  Amendments  of  1984).  The  law 
requires  that  85  percent  of  the  money  appropriated  go  to  tribes. 

Eligible  tribes,  with  populations  under  3,000  as  determined  by  Census 
Bureau  figures,  may  receive  a  minimum  of  $3,000.  Eligible  tribes,  with 
populations  over  3,000,  may  receive  a  minimum  of  $8,000.  A  minimum  of 
$20,000  has  been  set  aside  for  the  Navajo  tribe. 

Tribes  are  eligible  for  this  funding  if  they  (1)  meet  the 
definition  offered  in  sec.  4(b)  and  (c)  of  the  Indian  Self-Determination 
and  Education  Assistance  Act  and  (2)  have  a  638  contract  with  the  BIA 
for  the  delivery  of  social  services. 

Grant  awards  will  be  automatic  to  eligible  tribes  that  follow  the 
simple  application  procedure  described  in  the  March  10  Federal  Register. 
This  procedure,  in  part,  requires  a  statement  of  how  the  awarded  funds 
will  be  spent  and  a  description  of  the  manner  in. which  decisions 
concerning  their  use  will  be  made.  No  special  application  kit  is 
required. 

Applications  for  funding  should  be  received  by  May  9,  1986,  by  the 
Washington,  DC  Office  of  Policy  and  Legislation,  Human  Development 
Services.

Establishment  of  American  Indian  Week  Sought  by  U.S.  Senator: 

(Indian  News  Notes,  Vol.  10,  No.  33) 

Senator  Alan  Cranston  from  California  made  a  request  recently  to  several 
other  senators  to  co-sponsor  Senate  Joint  Resolution  390,  a  joint 
resolution  to  authorize  and  request  the  President  to  proclaim  the  week 
of  November  23-30  as  "American  Indian  Week".  Historically,  the  first 
mention  of  an  American  Indian  Day  was  in  1915  at  the  annual  conference 
of  the  American  Indian  Association.  Members  of  the  association  directed 
their  president  ot  proclaim  the  Second  Saturday  of  each  May  as  American 
Indian  Day.  The  first  observance  was  on  the  second  Saturday  of  May  in 
1916  in  New  York  State.  In  recent  years  the  last  Friday  of  September 
has  been  observed  in  some  places  as  American  Indian  Day.  The  last 
official  national  observance  was  when  President  Reagan  proclaimed  May 
13,  1983  as  American  Indian  Day.
